THE business of the Freedman’s 
bureau is now confined strictly to the 
payment of claims of colored soldiers 
and sailors and their heirs for bounty, 
arrears of pay, prize money,etc. The 
law requires payment direct to claim- 
ants, (to avoid swindling claim agents) 
and as many live at a distance the 
work {s necessarily slow. There are 
only four offices for payment—New 
Orleans, Memphis, Louisville and 
Washington. The amount to be paid 
in the fiscal year from July 1st is $540,- 
000, and the adjutant general wishes 
claimants to send in their postoffice 
addresses as speedily as possille. The 
number of colored soldiers mustered 
during the war was 169,624, ot whom 
86,023 were mustered out, 20,236 dis- 
charged for physical disability, 31,866 
died, 14,887 deserted, 1,514 were killed, 
1,344 missing in action, and the otbers 
remained in service or were discharged 
or transferred to the navy, etc.

popularly known in his post-bellum career as

t e objects he mentioned to me. 
There tre, without doubt, many malcontents 
in the state of Louisiana and much bitterness 
but this bitterness is ali that is] ft to this peo 
ple. There is no power of resistance ieft. The 
country is impoverished, and the probabil ty is 
that in two or three yeers (rere will be almost 
a total transfer of landed property. The 
borth will own every railroad,ever; steambcat, 
every large mercantile establithment and 
everything which requires capital to carry it 
on. In fact, Mr. President, I consider the 
south now nortbernized. The slave is free 
and ths whole world cannotagain enslave him 
And with all these facis staring us in the face 
we can well afford to be lenient to this last an- 
noyance—im potent ill-feeling.

One of Sherman’s Buammers Cap- 
tured in Missouri—To be Tried tor 
Crimes Committed Fourteen Years 
Ago. 


In 1864, just after Sherman made his 
march to the sea from Atlanta, many outrages 
were committed, not only by his bummers. who 
followed his train to commit crime, ana plun- 
der the people, but by negroes who thought 
they had the right to do as they pleased. 

Scerman ani his troops poured throngh 
Washington county, aod soon after he left them 
ou his way to Savannah, a negro belonging to 
Alexan‘er Lawson, a citizen of Washingtou 
county, went to the home of Mr Gideon Strange, 
a neighbor, end told Mr Strange and famils 
that the negroes were free and were as good 2s 
any white man, and b d the nght to do any- 
thing they wished. Mr strange could make no 
defense, as all the arms about the house bad 
been destroyed by Sherman’s troops. aud the ne- 
gro, while talking to him, had 
his hand, which he han led in 


told Mrs Strange ‘ghe must take 
his guu and shoot her ee LOH of course 
she refused todo. The negro fiually told them 
unless she wou d kiil Mr. Strange as he desired 
he would burn up the honuce and shoot any one 
who interfered with him. This threat he car- 
ried out. He went into the house soon afier 
this conyersition, took the fire from the fire- 
place, : nd set fireto the house. Mr. *trange 
tried to prevent him and the negro deliberateiy 
fired his gun at him, woundi:g 
3trange Very severely iu the arm, 
which had to be amputated just above the 
elbow. Some of the neighbors coming up just 
a this time probably saved Mr. Strange’s life, 
as the negro was loading h:s gun, as he said, to 
sroot him again, Seeing that he would {pe 
cap‘ured. the pegro ran off. From that day 
until a short tame since, he had not been heard 
of. 
Many changes have taken place in fourteen 
years, and the veighbors had ceased to think of 
the great outrage and probably no one but 
Strange and his family cou'd give the details of 
the horrible crime committed by this desp:2rate 
negro. No one knew whether he was. dead or 
alive ; al! that could be ;aid was that the negro 
after committing the crime went off with 
Sherman’s army. 
HOW HE WAS DISCOVERED. 


A short time since the sheriff of Washington 
received the fo lowing dispatch: 

LEXinGTon, Mo , April 3, 1877. 
Is Alexander Lawson or Hugh Lawsoa living 
in Washington county? Telegraph answer im- 
mediately. 

(Signed) Asa Lawson. 

Mr. Alexander Lawson was the former owner 
of the negro, and Hugh Law-on was his neph- 
ew, who lived with him, and had charge of his 
business, The negro d ubtiess thought that 
times had greatly changed here, a’d that 
many of the men he kew had died, and that if 
his cld mas‘er was alive he might be able to 
come back and be protected. 

The sheriffrepliedim ediately to the teicgram 
stating that Alexander Lawson is dead. Hugh 
is living in Sandersville. 

But b fore sending tne answer the following 
was sent to the chief of police at Lexington, 
Missouri. : 

“When Asa Lawson calls for a dispatch from 
me to him, arrest him for assault with intent 
to murder and arson, and notify me. 

“O. H, Rogers, Deputy Sheriff ” 
On the 6th of April the sheriff received the 
following : 
‘Asa Lawson arrested: now in jail: wh t 
shall Ido with him? Jonny Tow BMAN, 

“City Marshal.” 

The marshal was notified to hold the prisoner.

How Meeks Disturbed McCormack’s 
Uxeriousness, and then Put a Pe- 
riod to Mze’s Jealous Life—Cedar 
town’s Boss Remance. 

The-story of the killing of McCor- 
meck in Cedartown, for which Wm. Meeks was 
sentenced to hang on next Friday, is a peculiar 
one in many respects. 

It appears that Mr. McCormack, who was a 
worker in the-iron works at Cedartown,

with whom he had some disagreement. The 

report go athat his wife proved unfaithful to 

her marital vows, and finally left her husband. 

He become impressed with the idea that her 

ruin had been effected by Wm. Meeks, who is 

quite a handsome man, 

On twoor three occasions he gave vent to 
this suspicion, and at last recame furious over 
bis real or supposed wrongs. On the 6th of 
September, 1873, he induiged rather freely in 
drink, and enout noon announced his deter-

rushed in, and aftera noisy alteication he 
emerged,

ima cruc] manner with him. The women were 
séreaming abd calling for help. Inthe road,a 
short distance off, sat Meeks, the alleged lover 
of his wife, looking on ia silence. The women 
directing their appeals to him, drew McCor. 
mack’s attention to him. He shouted to him: 
**‘As soon @6 | have finished w th these women, 
I will have a settlement with you ”’ 

Meeks drove off towards town, whither the 
women soon followed him. They went to 
hus Office and asked him the best nethod ef get- 
ting outa warrant against McCormack. Meeks 
instructed them and they soon had the war- 
rant. 

It now appears that oue of the obj-cts of Mc- 
Cormack's raid uoon the house iu which his 
wife was liying, was 

TO RECOVER HIS LITTLE BABY 
from the custody of its mother, alleging that he 
desired to have it properly raised. 

When the officer went to arrest him, he was 
found withthe baby in his arms. He sub. 
mitied to arrest quietly, aud waiked cff with 
his captor, At leugth he asked the bailiil io 
hola the child fora few momeuts, saying that 
he had to go ipte a litile house adjoiving for a 
lew moments .i18 8000 as ube bailiif was fairly 
eutangled with the baby, McCormack laughed, 
drew his kvife,and bidding the compulsory 
nurse guod day, hurried off. 

The bailiff then placed the w rrant in the 
hands of Mr. Wilkes the towu marstal, a man 
described as quiet, determined and counscien- 
ti-us When he receivea the Warrant Mecks 
offered, or Was asked, togo with him and assist 
ia maxing the arrest When they tound Mc- 
Cormack 

HE SURRENDERED HIMSELF QUIETLY 
and started aff wita them. He asked them 
however to go with him to the house of a Mr. 
Crane, who be hoped to persuade to go on his 
bound. 

It was at Crane’s house that the tragedy oc- 
curred. The most rliable story seems to be 
this: As McCermack mounted whe steps 
at the front door, he turned 
suddenly upon his captors, and flashing a long 
keen knife in the sun, confroatea them coolly. 
He said ‘I willsee youin h—Ill, before 1 will 
Move a step further.”’ 

‘“Putup your knife’ replied Wilkes, “or I 
will shoot you !”’ 

‘Shoot and be d-—-d! Iwill not move !”’ re- 
sponded McCormack 

Just at this juncture Mrs. Crane app2ared in 
the door behind McCormack. she says that she 
saw both the men sfanding with their pistols 
drawn down on the prisoner. She saw nothing 
in his hand. He was retreating slowly into her 
room Sui:deuly Meeks stepped forward. and 
bringing his pisto down, pushed Wilkes back 
‘aying, ‘Stand b:ck, I will settle this!” 

McCormack 'meu returned into the room, the 
men following him, with 

THEIR PISTOLS L_VELLED AT HIM. 

By this time Mrs. Crane was terribiv agitated, 
aud her husband, telling McCormack to go into 
the next room, hurried his wife into the yard. 
McCormack burrsed into the next room, Wilkes 
and Meeks pressing close behind him and the 
door closing quickly after the three had entered 
the room Iu that room the kil'ing tco« place, 

Mr. and Mrs. Crane hea: i two distinct pistoi 
shots, a sudden, sharp scuilie, aud then a heavy 
fall No words that were distinguished were 
heard 

Almost immediately afterwards{Wilkes and 
Mveks hurried out of the room. As they went 
amid the outside of the house another shot was 
heard, and aball entered the room of death 
from the outside. It was fired by either Wilkes 
or Meeks. 

These two men halted in the yard where 
Crane and bis wife were standing, and proposed 
that Crane should enter the room and see what 
McComack was doing. Hedid so and found 
the prisoner 

LYING PROSTRATE ON THE FLOOR, 
and the blood p uring from two wou ds in his 
side. Meeks and Wilkes entered behind him, 
aud Meeks took the dying man’s left arm, and 
felt his pulse. He turned and said, ‘He is 
gone”’ McCormack died almost immediately 
without speakingaword. The two men telling 
Crane no’ toletanyonetouch the body until 
the coroner cowe, and left the house. 

They both attempted to fice the country. 
Wilkes succeeded, and is now out of sight. 
Meeks was captured and brought back. 

The most important facts developed in the 
coroner’s inquest were these: Dr E H. Rich- 
ardson declared that iwo balls’ had entered 
the pody of the dead man, 
either of. : which would have 
produced almost instant death. These bails 
were secured and carefully weighed It was 
discovered that one was three scruples heavier 
than the otber, Which proved that 

THEY HAD COME FROM DIFFERENT PISTOLS. 

This testimony, in the opinion of the jury, 
fixed the killing of McCormack on either or 
both of the two men who entered the room 
with him. The prosecution was sériously put 
to it to prove that the balls that were weighed 
were the tame balis that were taken fiom the 
dead man’s body. They bad passed through 
several hands, and the defense argued closely 
that they might have been tampered with in 
the course ot handling. 

THE IDENTITY OF THE PISTOL BALis 
becomes just now more important than ever. 
We understand that the lawyers for Meeks based 
their defense principally on the fac: that Meeks 
was justified ia shooting McCormack, as he was 
defying an Officer of the law, and with a knite
